TEXT OF LODGE 
RESOLUTION 
UPON LEAGUE 


ASHINGTON, D. C., March 


$.—The text of the Lodge} 


resolution opposing the 
constitution of the league of nations 
now drafted, which was introduced in 
the senate tonight, follows: 

Whereas, Under the ‘constitu- 
tion, it is a function of the senate 
to advise and consent to, or dis 

‘sent from, the ratification of any 
treaty of the United States, and no 
such treaty can become qpefative 
without the censent of the senate, 
expressed by the affirmative vote 
of two-thirds of the senators pres- 
ent; and 


Whereas, Owing to the victory ; 


of the arms of the United States 

and of the nations with whom it is 

associated, a peace conference was 
convened and is now in session at 

Paris for the purpose of settling 

the terms of peace; and 

Whereas, A committee of the 
conference has proposed a consti- 
tution for a league of nations and 
the proposal is now before the 
peace conference for its considera- 
tion; 

Now, Therefore, be it resolved, 
by the senate of the United States 
in the discharge of its constitu-. 
tional duty of advice in regard to 
treaties that it is the sense of sthe 
senaté that while it is their desire 
that the nations of the world 
should unite to promote peace and 
general disarmament, the consti- 
tution of the league of nations, in 
the form now proposed to the 
peace conference, should not be ac- 
cepted by the United States; 

And be it resolved further, That 
it is the sense of the senate that 
the negotiations on the part of the 
United States should immediately 
be directed to the utmost expedi- 
tion of the urgent businéss of nego- 
tiating peace terms with Germany 
satisfactory to the United States 
and the nations with whom the. 
United States is associated in the 
war against the German govern- 
‘ment, and the propodéal for a 
league of nations to insure the per- — 
manent peace of the world should 
be then taken up for careful and 
serious consideration.

A Belgian Catholic paper, the Twen- 
tieth Century, publishes a bitter article 
with the line, “ The second act of the 
conflict,” but tells the people to wait 
the course of events calmly. All the 
papers lay stress on the fact that Hol- 
land, which all through the four years 
of war complacently allowed Germany 
to torpedo her ships, even to the ex- 
tent of seven in one day, is now adopt- 
ing a warlike tone.

SICKNESS” HERE,

So-called “sleeping sickness,” which 
is recently reported to have appeared 
in the United States and from which 
Beeman Osgood, 15 ye>r old youth of 
Marseilles, Ill., was reported to have 
died at his home yesterday, is not 
“sleeping sickness” at all, in the opin- 
ion of Dr. John Dill Robertson, city 
health commissioner. 

“ Trypanosomniasis is the medical 
term for the real sleeping sickness, and 
it is prevalent in West Africa. It is 
caused by the bite of the tsetse, an 
African fly. There is no record of the 
germ having been found in the blood 
of any of those who have succumbed 
to the so-called ‘sleeping sickness’ 
that has been repor. 1 :n the United 
States. 

“Every case in which the victim 
sleeps for a few days before death 
must not be decided upon as a case of 
the dreaded African disease. My moth- 
er was in a state of coma for five days 
before she died.

to a certain degree. | 

The grand duchy of Luxemburg 
and Holland Linburg were taken 
away from Belgium in 1831 against 
the will of the inh bitants of said 
provinces. They are to Belgium ex- 
actly what Alsace-Lorraine is to 
France. They belonged to Belgium 

for many centuries. 

As far as Luxemburg is concerned, 
Belgium does not make any direct 
claim for its possession. It requests 
for the Luxemburgers the right to 

de by a people’s referendum—as 
,; to what its.destinies will be. As to 
. Holland-Limburg, the claim is abso- 
lutely justified for the reason referred 
to above. 
Antwerp Needs Outlet. 

On the other hand, and in addition 
to the claim of restitution, it should 
be borne in mind that for years the 
digging of a Rhine-Scheldt canal has 
been contemplated by the Belgian gov- 
ernment. Tle great port of Antwerp, 
directly connected with the Rhine, will 
create the shortest road for an outlet 
to the North sea and improves wry 
considerably traffic facilities with cen- 
tral Europe. The only logical way to 
dig this canal—for topographical and 
economical reasons—is from Antwerp 
through Welgian and Holland Lim- 
burg. 

The claim made by Belgium for the 
return of the Holland territory situ- 
ated between the Belgian border and 
the River Scheldt (territory which has 
always belonged to Belgium), is mani- 
festly just and right. Since 1865 the 
River Scheldt, so justly called the 
artery of Belgium's wealth, has been 
made free—that is; no toll could be 
exacted any more by Holland from 
. boats navigating in the river. Holland 
still controls the entrance to the river 
from Flushing to Bath. Holland could 
and in fact did prevent the allies from 
sending military héip to Belgium to be- 
sieged Antwerp during the war. 


Wants Seheldt River to Be Free. 

Belgium claims said territory in 
order to have a free heldt, free to 
Holland and free to all countries, so 
that steamérs, whatever their  pur- 
poses, which intend to sail to or from 
Antwerp, might do so without any in- 
terference whatever. Therefore let 
Holland have the right and Belgium 
the left side @f said river. 

The editorial winds up by calling the 
Belgians to refiect that “but for the 
entente Belgium would not now be 
Belgium, and that freedom of peoples 
was one of the aims of war—not con- 
quest.” 

This reflection is uncalled for and un- 
just as the Belgians realize and appre- 
ciate fully that they owe their freedom 
and existenct to the help of the en- 
tente. ‘

LEAGUE—TAFT 


Cincinnati, O., March’ 3.~—-Former 
President Taft, in speaking before the 
Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce to- 


day, reiterated his statement that the 
people of the United States need have 
no fear of Japanese immigration under 
the covenant of the league of nations. 

“It would require the votes of from 
thirty to forty of the signers of the 
covenant to overrtfle the wish of the 
United States in this mattér,” the for- 
mer president said. 

In this connection Mr. Taft said it 
would require a unanimous vote of 
the signers of th® league, and that 
therefore the danger was so small that 
any actuary would guarantee that it 
could not take place. 

Referring to the covenant of the 
league of nations, he said its main idea 


was the consideration of war or peace. 

“All wars are not wars against 
territorial integrity or political inde- 
pendence,” Mr. Taft continued. “ The 
Monroe doctrine does not aim at any- 
thing except these two points. 

“This is no trap. The nations are 
not to let somebody else act for them. 

“What we want is a league that 
binds somebody to something. We 
want to organize the world so ¢hat we 
can stop this suicide of mankind. 

“We do not know the trouble over 
there. The horrible spectre of bol- 
shevism is pushing westward from 
Russia. The nations there need the 
steadying hand of Christian civiliza- 
tion.

| McCUMBER AIDS LEAGUE

Washington, D. C., March 3.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The proposed league of nations 
was the subject of heated debate in 
the senate again today. It was de 
nounced by Senator Sherman, Repub- 
lican, of Illinois, and defended by Sen- 
ator McCumber of North Dakota, Re- 
publican member of the senate foreign 
relations committee. 

The North Dakota senator said that 
the proposed league was not a menace 
to the Monroe doctrine and that it 


‘| would not mean that the United States 


would have to submit on questions 
such as immigration. He said, how- 
ever, that he favored an amendment 
specifically stating the Monroe doc- 
trine would be observed by the league. 

Senator McCumber urged adoption 
of his resolution calling on the govern- 
ment to send reinforcements to Rus- 
sia to.remain there until a stable gov- 
ernment has been established. 

The resolution is a substitute for one 
offered by Senator Johnson of Cali- 
fornia, Republican, demanding imme- 


diate withdrawal of the American 
forces. Senator McCumber said adop- 
tion of the Johnson resolution would 
be giving aid and comfort to Lenine 
‘rand Trotzky. 

Defends Wilson on Irish. 


Mr. McCumber, who was present at 
the White House dinner at which 
arose the “Irish issue” over which 
there has been much dispute, took the 
side of the president in that argu- 
ment. . 

Senator McCumber said “that noth- 
ing could have been more fair than 
President Wilson’s presentation of the 
case. He answered every question 
fair and justly. Any assault that has 
been made upon him by senators seems 


to me to have been entirely un- 
founded.” | 

Denying that the president had said 
the United States must help Great 
Britain if Ireland rebelled after the 
league of nations was founded, Sena 
tor McCumber declared that what the 
president did say was that if any of 
the British dominions sought independ- 
ence the matter would be considered 
a domestic one not subject to the juris- 
diction of the league. 

Fears Country Is Misled. 

Senator McCumber said he had not 
intended to discuss the league, but 
that because of recent addresses by 
Republican senators he feared the 
country “might be misled into the 
idea” that all Republicans are opposed 
to a league of any character. 

Senator McCumber criticized those 
opponents of the proposed league 
charter who have advanced no sub- 
stitute plan. Stating that Senators 
Lodge and Knox had proposed sub- 
stitutes, he added: 

“Others have simply attacked, with- 
out giving the president or our com- 
missioners in Europe the slightest 
idea of what should be done to main- 
tain the peace of the world.” 


Attack Made by Sherman. 


The constitution of the league was 
pictured by Senator Sherman as a 
“Pandora’s box full of evils.” 

Digressing from his prepared speech, 
Senator Sherman demanded that there 
be an open discussion of the league’s 
constitution, and said: 

“If the president is not a political 
and a governmental coward he will 
give it tous. And if I cannot find ex- 
pression of this privilege in my own 
party, I will go elsewhere for. it?’

Association recently reported an epidemic 
in which there were a few cases. The 
explanation given was that the infection, 
instead of being of the mild type preva- 
lent in this country for twenty years, 
was severe and the dose of poison re- 
ceived by the sick was massive. 

Probably those of us more frequently 
subjected to smallpox should follow the 
example of attendants at smallpox hos- 
pitals and get vaccinated once a year or 
thereabouts. 

The same journal has recently reported 
two small epidemics of typhoid fever. In 
the first epidemic there were thirty-eight 
The 
probability seemed to be that this group 


of soldiers received massive dosages of 


typhoid bacilli while bathing in a pol- 
luted lake. All of the men had been vac- 
cinated against typhoid fever within a 
year. 

In the second epidemic there were 
eighteen cases. All had been vaccinated 
within a year, The most probable source 
of infection was food purchased in out- 
side restaurants, and especially ice cream

WHAT IS THE MATTER WITH 
CHICAGO? 
From Mr. Hewitt’s articles it appears that St. 


Chieago is merely getting ready to try to get 
sufficient funds to pay current expenses. We are 
actually marking time even in so far as providing 
the funds to carry on ordinary public service is 
concerned. 

But St. Louis is animated by a different spirit. 
Its people have agreed among themselves as to

The point is that St. Louis is making a 
determined effort to get the legislation it needs 
while Chicago is not.
